That Alabama farmers are car-| cleetric lamps and shades, 


rying out their “live at home’ pro- 
gram and producing more food and 
feed crops was definitely establish- 
ed Saturday when the Department 
of Agriculture and Industries re- 
leased figures showing that farm- 
ers have already shipped over 6,- 
000 cars of truck crops this sea- 
son and are harvesting one of the 
best oat crops produced in the 
State in many years. 


It is estimated that over $38,000,- 


000 has been placed in circulation 
in Alabama during the past cight 
weeks in return for the truck erops 
shipped from the State. In addi- 
tion to bringing a large sum of 
money into Alabama these crops 
have furnished food for family use 
thus relieving much distress and 
suffering caused by the drouth 
last year, 


Since over 6,000 cars have been 


shipped to date this season compar- 
ed with 7,465 cars shipped the en- 
tire season last year, the truck 
crop movement is expected to be 
much larger this year than last. 


The shipments to date this sea- 


son include 1,184 cars of straw- 
berries, 1,044 cars of cabbage, 480 
cars of Irish potatoes, 298 cars of 
cucumbers and many cars of mix- 
ed beans and mixed vegetables. 
Watermelon, sweet potato, and 
green corn shipping is just start- 
ing. It is estimated there are 600 
to 600 more cars of potatoes to 
move, The strawberry and cab- 
bage movement is practically ov- 
er while cucumbers will continue 
to move for about two more weeks. 


Quality of the produce moving 


from the State is reported greatly 
improved over previous years, This 
is due to improved cultural meth- 
ods and farmers paying more at- 
tention to producing quality prod- 
ucts. Inspection service by the 
Agricultural Department has en- 
couraged better quality as both 
purchaser and producer are bene- 


fited by the State and Federal in- 


spection certificate. 


Baldwin County is leading the 


State in carload ‘truck crop ship- 
ments, having moved some 8,500 
cars of potatoes, cucumbers and 
beans. The Irish potato shipments 
from the county this year have ex. 


ceeded those of last year by over 
1,000 when slightly less than 2, 000 


cars were shipped from the county. 


Reports from South Alabama 
show that the truck crops are 


needing rain. Cucumbers and 
green corn are suffering. 


The oat crop is one of the best 


produced in the State in recent 
years. This crop is supplementing 
the short feed crop of last year 
and is enabling farmers to feed 
their work stock without a big out- 


lay of money for feed. 
Another encouraging factor on 
Alabama farms is the fact that re- 


ports from over the State indicate 
more gardens with more vegetables 
than ever before.

Sunshine is a great factor in our 
health and with our crops, at the 
same time sunshine will destroy if 
you allow it to. The farmer who 
leaves his implements out in the 
sunshine will not have them very 
long. An automobile will not last 
long if left out in the sunshine. 
Our lands will bleach if allowed to 
stand out in the sunshine. Our 
fertilizer will be worthess if we 
allow it to remain out in the sun- 
shine. We must protect what we 
have from fire, water and sun- 
shine. Three of the most neces-! 
sary. things of life are fire, water 
and sunshine. The Lord gave 
them to us for certain purposes 
and they are each wonderful for 
those purposes, but we must guard 
against the abuse of their use. 
My advice, then, concerning these 
three things is as follows: Protect 
your pronerty and lands from fire. 
Never allow fire on your farm ex- 
cept for a specific purpose. Pro- 
tect your lands and all your im- 
plements from water. One rain 
can wash off soil that it took na- 
ture a thousand years to build. 
See that every tool and implement 
is protected from the rain. See 
that every piece of property is pro- 
tected from the sunshine and that 
your lands do not bleach when you 
gather everything off the soil.

Sit down some time and think 
how much you and your family 
have paid to the waste caused by 
these three elements. Then make 
up your mind that you are through 
paying for things that can be 
avoided, and you will soon have 
things under control and you will 
be saving enough to make you in- 
dependent in the years to come.

of the kidneys. In the chronic 
stages necrotic lesions will be 
found throughout the entire intes- 
tinal tract. 

Swine fever is not caused direct- 
ly by filth, but unsanitary pens 
and runs are conducive to the 
spread of the disease. We have 
a lot of people that believe that 
a hog thrives on filth because he 
does not mind mud and filth, but 
if we are to raise a lot of hogs 
on a small area it is very important 
that sanitary methods be employed. 

To control swine fever the hog 
raiser should provide clean water, 
clean runs and good, sound feed 
* them. Should he have some 
to get sick they should be isolated 
from the well ones and fed a slon- 
mash, All dead animale shov!d 
he either burned or buried, On 
premises where this disease has ev- 
er been one should make it his 
practice to vaccinate the pigs at 
two weeks old with a specially pre-

AUTO LICENSE LAW 
GAINING SUPPORT 
ALL OVER A’BAMA 


MONTGOMERY, June 15.— 
With clubs, organizations and in- 
dividuals throughout the State ral- 
lying to the support of thé Ala- 
bama League of Municipalities in 
its fight before the Alabama Leg- 
islature for adoption of the Driv- 
ers’ License Law of the Uniform 
Vehicle Code, week-end develop- 
ments pointed to a favorable re- 
port by both the Senate and the 
House Highway Committees, which 
have the bill in charge. 

Scores of telegrams to various 
legislators from relatives of vie- 
tims of motor vehicle accidents are 
also arriving, all urging passage 
of the measure. Two such wires, 
received by Representative Amxi 
Barber of Jefferson and read in 
committee hearing tast week, were 
from mothers who had lost chil- 
dren in crashes caused by hit and 
run drivers, 

“All the law does is to place an 
effectual check on the individual 
driver,” Perkins J. Prewitt, diree- 
tor of the Birmingham Safety 
Council, stated. “It makes driving 
safer, more comfortable, and pro- 
tects everyone. New drivers will 
be required to take an examina- 
tion, consisting of a brief oral test 
on the motor vehicle laws and the 
rules of the road, while all judges 
will be required to report all ma- 
jor traffic law violations to the 
department of vehicles, which will 
be created under the act. The de- 
partment of vehicles will be a di- 
vision of the State Highway De- 
partment, with an administrator 
known as vehicle commissioner. 

“Mandatory suspension and re- 
vocation of licenses by the depart- 
ment is provided upon conviction 
of certain crimes, while the law 
also states that certain persons, 
such as any person who has been 
adjudged insane or an idiot, imbe- 
cile, epileptic, or feeble-minded, 
unless restored to competency and 
not then unless the department is 
satisfied that he is competent to 
operate a vehicle with safety. 

“Many, many other splendid fea- 
tures are contained in the bill and 
no one, if he will read it and study 
it, could possibly have any valid 
objection, 

“The fee is only $1 for a license, 
which is good for three years, with 
provisions that all members of one 
family residing under one roof may 
obtain as many licenses as desired 
for the price of one. 

“The law is now in effect in 18 
States and the District of Colum- 
bia, and is coming up in a number 
of other State legislatures, as well 
as Alabama’s, this Summer.” 

The bill, which was before the 
joint Senate and House committee 
last week for public hearing, is 
scheduled for a vote Wednesday. 
If passed, which backers believe 
it will be, it will be placed on the 
calendars of both Houses immedi- 
ately and pushed forward as rap- 
idly as possible.

So, without getting all wrought up 
because of their origin, let us con- 
sider the following comments on 
Southern agriculture, taken from 
an industrial bulletin called ‘An- 
other Land of Promise,’ recently 
published in New Engand: 

«| Agriculture, the industry 
for which the South is preeminent- 
ly fitted, is in the most backward 
condition. Southern economists 
are generally agreed that what the 
South needs most of all is diversi- 
fication of its agriculture. It needs 
to raise its own food, The total 
annual wealth produced in eight 
Southeastern States in a recent 
vear was about seven billion dol- 
lars; and of this more than one 
billion dollars went outside to buy 
importe. food. 

“Phe farmer in the South, iu 
the opinion of those studying his 
problems on the spot, should be 
taught to change his general farm 
operations gradually toward verti- 
cal farming, that is, to raise such 
field crops as will be used for hu- 
man food directly or for cattle 
feeding. Animals should be raised 
to a far greater extent, especially 
dairy cattle and poultry. 

“(The land should grow 
forage crops as enrich the soil and 
the cattle or other livestock should 
be largely raised on pasture, sup- 
plemented by silage. The main 
crops should be those raised for 
human food or for feeding ani- 
mals. Faced with problems of un- 
usual difficulty, many of them im- 
possible of immediate solution, the 
South is fortunate in its possession 
of the resources and climatic es- 
sentials for a higher degree of fu- 
ture prosperity than can be an-
